What does it profit a farm er if he' 
sells his crop in p co-operative as­ 
sociation 
when 
prices 
are 
going 
down? 
It is said that after the farm relief 
board had formed the big co-opera­ 
tives in the past summer, it immedi­ 
ately bought at 16 cents per pound 
a big lot of dog tail, hold-over cotton 
from some big firm, and also a big 
lot of wheat at a good price, thus 
starting off at the first jump with an 
immense bonus to the big specula­ 
tors. 
They never one time proposed to 
go to the m arket and buy cotton 
from th* farm er at 16 cents a pound, 
or wheat at $2.00 per bushel, 'ind 
thus try to hold up the market for 
the farmers. 
No, sir! 
This so-called relief board left the 
genertl price makers to carry the 
price on down to 9 cents on cotton, 
and 75 cents on wheat, seemingly 
making no effort w'hatcver to hold it 
up. 
The money which the government 
has borrowed and put into their 


hands, they paid out to big cotton 
and wheat apacttlateia. If thay had 
aimed to help the farmers the board 
would have left that big lot of cotton 
and wheat in the hands of the specu­ 
lators, and these speculators would 
have then exercised their influence 
to keep up the price of crops, but no, 
our so-called relief board must take 
cotton and wheat out of the hands of 
the big speculators at a good price. 
Thus it happens that relief was 
extended to the epeculatori instead 
of the farmers. 
These big speculator 
firms haring pocketed the millions 
paid them by the relief board, wert, 
then ready to go to the m arket and 
buy more wheat and rotte n, and de­ 
press the price all they could. 
It looks like a very foolish move 
on the part of the relief board, un- 
lesti it was really aiming to reduce 
prices instead of holding them up. i 
And yet our farmers, many of 
them, are still clarnoring for more of 
that kind of relief. 
Why should the farmer stand for' 
a thing that is all the time reducing' 
prices of his product? 
Crop specu­ 
lators are always trying to run down 
crop prices while the crops are in the 
hands of the farmers. 
That is where 
their profit« come in. 
, 
This is exactly what the farm re­ 
lief board has done. 
Why did not 
this board go out and buy the farm- 
j er’s products at a good price and 
, hold them until the world wanted 
I them at that price? That would have 
helped the farmer. 
j 
But instead of that, it went out 
and bought speculators’ holdings at a 
gotid price, end then went forth and 
bought the farm ers’ holdings at the 
I low price of eight or nine cents for 
[cotton and 75 cents for wheat. 
Wherein does it profit the farmer 
to sell his crops in bulk unless he can 
thus raise the price to cost of pro­ 
duction? 
Thig failure in the big 
farm board co-op is anything but 
complimentary to both its motivec 
, and actions.
